Eastern Canada Mail 

Per Notheru Pacific Railway. 
Tuenton, Aug. -22.— Sal lie, daughter 
of ex-Alderman South, and Mnggio 
Kinder-line, the former 20 years old 
and the latter 19, were drowned this 
afternoon in the canal at Lamberton, 
Pa., They were buggy driving with 
Maggie's mother, the harness broko 
and the lattor alighted to repair the 
damage. The hor«es became ferocious 
and backed into the canal and the girls 
tumbled into the water. No help was 
available. The bodies were recovered. 

Ottawa, Aug. 22. — This afternoon 
a serious runaway occureel on Rideau 
street which almost resulted fatally to 
three persons. The horse which ran 
away was attached to a vehicle in 
which there were two ladies, Miss 
Wise, daughter of Mr. |W. V. Wise, of 
the Civil 'Service," and Miss Bell, of-To- 
ronto. The horse rim over Duflenh 
bridge and down Rideau street at a 
furious rate. Miss Wise was thrown out 
opposite Elliott Si Hamilton's, and 
while still holding on to tho reins was 
dragged a short distance. The other 
lady was still in tlie bugcy, sitting in 
the bottom cross wise with her feet out 
which every few seconds were being 
struck by the wheels of the vehicle. On 
turning the corner, tho vehicle capsi- 
zed, and the young lady, Miss Boll, 
was thrown violently to the ground. 
The horse was here stopped. Miss Wise 
was taken into Lily th <& Kerr's where 
it was discovered that she fortunately 
eseaped with nothing more than a shak- 
ing of her nervous system. Mr. Powers 
was run over a little abovo tho knees, 
lie is not seriously injured, though 
badly bruised. Miss Bell, who was 
thrown from the buggy at tho corner of 
Rideau and Mosgrove streets, was seri- 
ously injured, 

Montreal, August 22. — The wife of 
an ^holel keeper on St. Paula street 
eloped with one of the boarders at 
the hotel and took the best portion 
of her husband's wardrobe aud 
a large sum of money. The guilty couple 
are believed to be in Kingston. 

Shannon ville Out. August 21. -On 
Tuesday of last week, Michael Tigh, 
an old resilient of the rear of the town 
ship, and at one time one of its coun- 
cillors, aged 85, left home for the os- 
tensible purpose of visiting one of his 
sons. Becoming bewildered, he seemed 
to wander off in the direction of Shan- 
nonville. On Saturday evening he was 
found in the marsh, at the river, stand- 
ing to the armpits in mud and water, 
and yet alive. How long had he been 
there was impossible to say, as nothing 
had boon siren of him from Thursdry. 

Potiutin, Au S u»i Q-J. A ton-i Up acci- 
dent happened here on Monday even- 
ing, by which a young son of Mr. John 
McDonald, employed at- tin oil refinery 
there, was burnt to death. It appears 
the child, together with several com- 
panions, resolved to havo a bonfire, and 
accordingly gathered up all the rubbish 
which could be produced, and proceed- 
ed to light it. The neighbors were arous- 
ed by a series of piercing shrieks cm 
anating from near the fire, and on 
going thereto were horrified to observe 
a boy running up and down, enveloped 
in flame. His hair and clothing were 
ablaze, and he was suffering the most 
intense pain. The people standing 
around were unable to procure any- 
thing to smother the (lames, and the 
lad was laterally roasted alive. He 
died next day in terrible agony. 

London, Out., August 2.'!.- It is re- 
ported in the papers that Lew Bobbins, 
a conductor on tho Great Western 
railway dixision of the Grand Trunk 
railway, .i married man with live child- 
ren, has eloped with Miss Hattie Fra- 
ser, youngest daughter of Mr. Win, 
Fraser, proprietor of the Kraser House, 
Poi t Stanley. She is nho quiet sixteen 
years old. It is thought they bavogone 
to Texas.

It's their business to prey upon com- 
munities and individuals, and they'll 
stop at nothing that promises to relieve 
you of your money. They are absolutely 
devoid of human sympathy, conscience, 
mortality or decency.

Talk about their being a 
generous class of men! All fudge. I 
have sometimes known them to give 
back a few dollars to some poor devil 
whom they had robbed, but in every 
case they gave because thoy found re- 
storation the cheapest way to silence 
injured wife and children-wanted to 
prevent a hue-and-cry." 

Montreal, August. 22. — William 
Short, who was arrested in Toronto 
last week for complicity in the famous 
theft of the pool box at the horse rasos 
at last winter's carnival, has been com- 
mitted for trial. He has confessed to 
having received $135 of tho stolen 
money. 

CilARL-OTTETOWN, P. E. I. Aug. 22.-— 



A disastrous fire took placff last Tuns- 
day evening in this place. The tiro 
originated in the largo warehouse and 
coal sheds on Lord's wharf. With the 
good work of tho fire brigade tho Bank- 
in House was saved but damaged to 
the extent of §1,000 was dono to the 
furniture. The loss to the wharf and 
burnt building is estimated at between 
$10,000 and $12,000. The Dominion 
government lost 150 barrels of oil. Tho 
premises woro not insured. Eight build- 
ings were totally destroyed. The most 
of those who HulFerod bolong to tho 
poorer classes. 

Toronto, Out., August 21 --Captain 
Thompson, secretary of the school 
board of Parkdale, was this morning 
committed for trial by tho police magi- 
strate on the charge of broach of trust 
preferred against him by the board, 
Mr. Bigelow, bis counsel, offered to 
give, a cheque of $1,700, the amount 
involved) but this offer was refused. 
Bail to the extent of $8,000 was de- 
manded and found. 

LONDON, Aug. 2:5. — The threshers 
at work on the farm of Mr. H. B. 
Kennedy, lath concession, set a barn 
on lire. The lire obtained considerable 
headway before it was noticed. Tho loss 
was very great, as Mr. Kennedy's barns 
were among the finest iif the county of 
Middlesex. One thousand bushels of 
wheat, 400 of barley, 25 tons of hay, 
two valuable horses, and several hogs 
were destroyed. Tho loss will bo in the 
neighborhood of $8,000 or $10,000. 

London, Aug. 21. —London Fast 
was visited on Saturday night by a 
party of burglars who accomplished 
their object with neatness and despatch. 
At westbrook's hotel they entered the 
proprietor's bedroom, taking his re 
vo'ver from tho bed together with $50 
in cash and a gold watch worth $150. 
The house of Esther Forsyth was visit- 
ed and $'100 worth of jewlory carried 
away. Georgo Lumby's hotel and a 
store were also visited, but the amount 
of bootv secured could not be ascertain- 
ed. There is only one constablo at Lon- 
don Fast and his duties coaso at 10 
p. m. 

Godekicu, Aug. 24. — Tho arcade 
skating rink was totally destroyed by 
tire to-night.

THE WATER WORKS. 

If Messrs. Tumor, Hoeton & Co., to 
•whose letters on' the subject of the dis- 
posal of the water works we have cheer- 
fully given spaco, desired to prove that, 
under the moat adventitious circum- 
stances of proprietorship, increase of pop- 
uhitionand consumption, the works can- 
not be made to yield a profit, they cer- 
tainly succeeded in demonstrating that 
"fact" in thoir communication of Sunday 
last. In ono of their former letters thoy 
said: 

"The parties we represent do not at all 
wish it to be thought that thoy expect to 
make no profit out of tho works had they 
possession of them, but all thoy do ex- 
pect, is tr> make a moderate rate of inter- 
eat on tho investment, and for this thoy 
would supply tho city much moro effec- 
tively than it has over boon supplied with 
abundance of water for all, being string- 
ently bound down by act of legislature to 
thia and to keop tho rates low as now." 

In their letter of Sunday tho firm say: 

"You say that if the city increases for 
the next fourteen years as it has the last 
two years tho revenue would thon be 
S76,00O a year. You should have said, if 
the population . of tho city should bo 
00,000 at that time tho revenue at present 
high rate would bo that amount, but you 
might further aay, if tho population in- 
creased so much it would cost §200,000 for 
additional works to supply it; and further, 
if the mains at any time gave out vory 
heavy charges would be the result." 

Now, if this quotation be compared 
with tho one which preceded it tho reader 
will discover that in place of making "a 
moderate rate of interest on the invest- 
ment," tho firm are propared to incur a 
very heavy sacrifice in the public interost. 
In point of fact, tho figures they produce 
to induce tho city to sell tho works to 
them show that under any circumstances 
the water works cannot bo made to pay. 
Why, thon, should Mossrs. Tumor, 
Boeton & Co.- desire to buy them ? Are 
they actuated by motives of philanthropy, 
or are they anxious to throw away a for- 
tune in tiying to make an enterprise 
profitable which thoy declare in advanco 
must bo unprofitable / Wo cannot accept 
either hypothesis as correct. T. B. & 
Co. ate too good business men to seek to 
do ono thing or the other. They are as 
anxious to buy the water works as tho city 
is to retain thorn, and with tho doclared 
and understood object of realizing a 
"moderate rato of interest on the invest- 
ment." Tho watflr works, if judicioualy 
managed will, in a few years, yield a largo 
revenue to tho city, and should not bo 
parted with for any sum that any firm are 
likely to offer for them. 

A BAD CONDITION OF AFFAIRS. 

The municipal government of San Fran- 
cisco iB utterly condemned in a report of 
the grand jury submitted on Saturday. It 
charges Mayor Bartlott with negloct of 
duty and gross violation of tho plain law, 
and points out where and how he has 
erred. Tho city and county auditor is 
charged with conducting his office care- 
lessly, and his course is roundly censured. 
The poll-tax collector is shown to have 
charged improper fees, which he put into 
his own pocket. A chapter is devoted to 
tho county clerk's ollice, and the report 
concludes: "It is somewhat remarkable 
that from the fiscal yoar 1870-77 tho re- 
ceipts of thia^oMce^hiivfj jt.ea^ih^^clined, 
creased. Tho board of education is handled 
without gloves. Aftor pointing out its 
Bins of commission and omission to tho 
length of half a column, the report Bays: 
"In tho opinion of tho grand jury the 
present board does not accomplish tho 
purposes for which a board should be 
elocted, nor represent the truo interests 
of tho school department; but perhaps tho 
only remedy is a political cyclone that 
will sweep them from office. .Respecting 
tho police court tho jury aays: "No in- 
considerable portion of tho session has 
been occupied in an investigation of the 
failure of justice in the police court. Pro- 
fessional bondsmen, bribed by those ar- 
rested for crime (without standing or re- 
putation, being neither householders nor 
freeholders) have been and aro accepted 
as security for tho appearance of arrested 
criminals. Recoivers of stolon goods ar- 
rested and brought boforo the police court 
havo boon dismissod upon testimony 
which, to tho grand jury, was conclusive 
of guilt, and which would seem to justify 
the opinion that ill tho police court the 
evidence of a thief or vagabond arrested 
is of more weight than tho sworn testi- 
mony 4 of honorable and respectablo officers 
who make the arrest. Tho evidence given 
would almoBt seem to indicate a desiro on 
the part'of the police court to thwart and 
obstruct the efforts of the police depart- 
ment to suppross and punish crime." 
Even tho governor of the state. Stone- 
man, and tho supreme court, do not es- 
cape condemnation. But the sheriff, tax- 
collector and many other officers of the 
city government are highly praised. 



Pious Boycotting.

Their attitude of crouching fear and 
threats of starvation to those who daro to 
go and hear him tin more "harm" from 
the Christian standpoint than Ingorsoll's 
splendid oratory. Tho inference is that 
their cause is weak. Ingersoll, by the 
way, is not an Atheist; that is a pious 
slander. But ho does not believe in tho 
little aovon-by-nino God of a small body 
of ancient nomads who were about as 
ignorant as savages, and who beliovod 
with Mr. Suaviter in Modo in a "tooth 
for a tooth." 

But I call on all liberals who boliove in 
tho right to believe that which tho evi- 
dence compels thorn to boliove (buliof is 
not voluntary Ho Boycott the Boyoottors — 
givo the church a taste of its own medi- 
cine, and to stand in with ono another 
and lift themselves out of tho mire of 
povorty and disrespect.

SPREAD OF THE CHOLERA. 

General Mil lot in Disgrace. 

New York, Aug. 31. — Morning papers 
contain the following cable specials from 
London : 

EUROPEAN COMPLICATIONS. 

Stronger tension and hysterical nervous- 
ness continue to characterize tho relations 
of England and other power,-, of Eufupo. 
The air is thick with rumors, alarms and 
speculations. Every interview between 
prominent diplomats produce a full har- 
vest of imaginary conclusions. The recent 
mooting at Varan is interpreted in sumo 
English papers to be a part of a plot 
between Bismarck and Ferry to break 
down tho colonial omnipotence of Eng- 
land, and tho announcement that some 
Austrian ships aro to accompany German 
vessels to tho African coast suggests that 
Austria is also in a general land-grab 
scheme, at the expense of tho former 
mistress of the soaH. 

The proHs of tho different countries and 
tht; London journals are engaged in a fierce 
controversy over the bombardment of Foo 
Chow. The report that throe emperors are 
about to meet suggests the abandonment by 
liussia of her designs against Constantino- 
ple, and reciprocal obligation on the part of 
Austria and Germany to lot her go ahead in 
her aggressions against England in Central 
Asia. The sum total of the whole thing is 
to produce a general chorus against Uis- 
marck as a diplomatist. It is admitted that 
he has isolated France and England, and 
has altogether got the world into such a 
position that whatever happens Germany is 

and China, as increasing the chances of dip- 
lomatic complications. 

King Alfonso is in wretched health, in 
consequence of excesses. It is doubtful 
if lie lives long. Queen Christine is very 
unpopular at Madrid, and her regency, it 
is feared, would be tho signal for a revolu- 
tion. 

A writer prophesies that tho example of 
Mrs. Langtry will set the fashion of send- 
ing a Chinese boy and a little letter with 
every half ounce of tea sold by retail 
dealers anxious to push thoir business. 
CHOLBRA SPREADING. 

Cholera is still spreading in the Pyre- 
nees villages, but elsewhere in Franco is 
abating its virulence. Tho total number 
of deaths is 437(5. In Marseilles and Aries 
there have been just 1(X) deaths during 
the week. A map of tho infected coun- 
try drawn up a weok ago wjuld now be 
UBoless, because of the vast subsequent 
spread among villiages. There havo been 
about twenty-five deaths at Corsich, and 
eighty persons are in tho insane asylum 
at Aix. In Italy the situation is alarm 
ing, doubly so by the brutal ignorance of 
the pesantry, who stone doctors in the 
streots. It seems probable that the epi- 
demic will make torrible havoc in Italy 
before tho yoar closes. 

MILLOT IN DISGRACE. 

It iB asserted in Paris that General 
Millot's recall is not due to any desire or 
request on his part to return to France on 
account of ill health, but that he had 
been recalled in disgrace, aftor having 
been discharged from his post of com- 
mand in China, because of incompetency 
and wrong-headedness. 

WOLSELUY'h APPOINTS! KN'T 
Lord Wolseley's appointment in Egypt 
is decidedly unpopular. Stephenson's 
opinion against tho Nile route was sup- 
ported by many admiralty officials, and a 
majority of opinion in Cairo was favor- 
able to tho Suakim and Berber route, but 
VVolseloy is omnipotent in councils of 
war. 

New York, Aug. ISO.— Tho board of al- 
derman rocontly passed a resolution giv- 
ing the Broadway Surface railroad the 
right to run street cars on Broadway. 
One million dollars had been ciTerod by 
another company for the franchise. Mayor 
Edson vetoed the resolution, and an in- 
junction was obtained restraining tho al- 
dermen from passing tho measure over his 
voto. Lato last evening a dissolution of 
tho injunction was obtained, and at d 
o'clock this morning the aldermen met, 
passed tho resolution over tho mayor's 
voto and adjourned. Few, excepting 
themselves, know tho meeting was to be 
hold, and tho controller did not receive 
tho usual notification that tho mooting was 
to bo held. 

New York, Aug. 110. — Sexton and Kod- 
mond sailed for Ireland to-day. There was 
a largo number of friends along, among 
whom wore Mrs. Parnell, who bado them 
farewell, and Mrs. Clemonces Loziero of 
the woman suffrage party who asked them 
to convoy to the Irish party in the house of 
commons the thanks of tho woman suf- 
fragists in this country for voting in favor of 
woman suffrage.

CHINA. 

London, Sept. 2. — A Times dispatch 
from Pekin says that Imperial edicts and 
diplomatic circulars havo recently been 
issued, and there is indicated a spirit 
of defiance. As a result of tho Foo 
Chow disaster, placards posted in the 
streets, proclaim war with Franco, and 
enjoin people, under Bevoro penalties 
not to molest tho citizens of othor na- 
tions. 

EGYPT. 

Cairo, Sep. 2. — Tho insurgents aro 
still encamped around Khartoum. 

SCOTLAND. 
London, Sep. 2. — The Times, upon 
Gladstone's speech at Edinburgh last 
night, declares that as an indication of 
government policy, it was in every way 
successful, and that his statement regard- 
ing England's financial policy was sub- 
stantial and complete. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Sep. 2, — Tho newspapers aro 
taking umbrage at tho law promulgated 
by Baron Deinanteoff, governor of Alaaco 
do Lorraine, intended to prevent tho in- 
crease of French families in that country, 
and obliging tho adult sons to become 
naturalized Germans, or quit the country. 
Unmarried men of tho French nationality, 
under the law aro allowed to remain un- 
til married, when if thoy refuse to be- 
come Germans they aro to ho notified 
that their sons will bo liable to conscrip- 
tion or oxpulsion.

— Delegates of the ex- 
treme left will havo an audience with 
Grovy to-morrow, and demand that ho 
convoke tho chambers to declare war 
against China. Should Grovy refuse to 
accede, tho left will appeal to tho coun- 
try. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Sept. 1. — Tho prospect for a 
conference to discuss matters in relation 
to the Congo country has been abandoned. 
Bismarck approves tho federation of the 
free States of Central Africa, but con- 
siders a conference premature, When 
tho share of the subjects of Germany unci 
the other powers interested in settlements 
in tho Congo country havo beeu hotter do- 
finud, Bismarck will givo his assent to an 
international convention. 



RUSSIA. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 1. — The gover- 
nor general of Skirnevis has issued a cir- 
cular ordering tho strictest scrutiny of the 
passports of strangors and tho instant . ar- 
rest of any persons suspected of plotting 
against the Czar. Gonoral Scherovine hi>s 
arrived in Skirnevis to provide measures 
for tho Czar's safety. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Sept. I. — The recent meeting 
of tho kings oi Roumauia and Servia is at- 
tracting considerable attention in connec- 
tion with the forthcoming mooting of tho 
Emperors of Russia, Germany and Aus- 
tria. 

London, Sept. 1. — An attempt was 
made to day to destroy with dynamite tho 
house of Moffat, manager of a large mine 
in Oleator. Moffat had incurred tho en- 
mity of tho minory on account of having 
discharged all the operatives who took 
part in the Orange riots. Tho house was 
damaged, but there wore no arrests. 

Hamburg, Sept. I. — The merchants of 
this city ongagod in trado with China 
havo decided to petition Prince Bismarck, 
asking him to use his iufluunco with 
France to prevent a blockade of the treaty 
ports. 

Edinhukg, Aug. 110. — Tho town coun- 
cil and liberal associations of this city pro- 
sonted addresses of welcome to Gladstone 
this afternoon, on route to tho corn ex- 
change, where a meeting wus hold this 
evening. The greatest enthusiasm pre- 
vailed. Members of the houses of lords 
and commons and inlluential officials were 
on tho platform. Gladstone made a 
speech, and recounted tho franchise bill, 
which has been conceded to tory ideas, in 
order to avort a conflict, laying particular 
stress upon tho practical concession that 
tho bill should not go into operation un- 
til 188(1, in order to allow tho passage of 
tho redistribution bill. 'Gladstone con- 
tended that tho subject of complete elec- 
toral reform involved too many questions 
to bo contained in one measure. He 
hoped tho lords would listen to reason 
and end conflict. Ho was not averse to 
an admixture of hereditary principles in 
tho constitution, but those in diroct con- 
flict with tho elocted cliambor woro its 
worst onemios. Ho strongly denied tho 
right of tho lords to decide when to appeal 
to tho country. Tho admittance of such 
a principle was treason to British lib- 
erty. 

CANADA. 
Montreal, Sept. 1. — Harold C. Do- 
Wolf, son of Dr. DeWolf of Now York, 
was arrested this morning for obtaining 
money under falso pretenses, from W. C. 
(rale, manager of the Equitable Life In- 
surance Company. Do Wolf has been liv- 
ing here for tho last ton days in luxurious 
stylo at tho Windsor with an actress 
named Baby Vivian of tho Grand Opera 
Company, and to whom he says ho is mar- 
ried. Ho borrowed money right and left 
and has gambled and drank until he is 
now a perfect wreck. On Thursday Gale 
cashed a draft for him for $2000, drawn 
on New York, which proved to be bogus 
and a chock for $1000 on a New York 
bank where it transpired ho had no funds. 
Ho represents himself to bo a partner of 
J. A. Kohn & Co., Brokers of New York, 
and says that as soon as thoy hear of his 
troubles thoy will send on monoy. His 
father being communicated with, has tele- 
graphed that ho has no money for his in- 
sane son or his deluded victims, and re- 
fuses to assist him.

New York, Aug. 31. — Tho Empire 
Laundry Association started this morning 
from tho foot of West Elovcnth street, on 
tho bargo Union, for Linden grove, near 
Elm park, Staten Island. On tho trip ono 
of tho excursionists attempted to take 
some sandwiches from tho boy, when tho 
barkeeper struck him with a club.

Inaugurate Civil War in Ohio. 

Columbus, Aug. 31.— Sheriff McCarty, 
of Athena county, sends' the following 
telegram to Governor "Hbadloy 1 from 
Buchtel, which if in the neighborhood 
where tho riot occurred last night. 
"Shooting commenced by the rioters 
about 2 a. in., and contiuuod about an 
hour. I am not ablo to judgo tho num- 
ber of men, nor to say how many shots 
woro lirod. The firing was general.' One 
guard was shot dead, and two others 
wounded. Tho guards returned the tiro, 
but I cannot any whether any person was 
killed or wounded." 

At 3 a. in. the guards on duty at Nol- 
sonvillo, No. 7 mine, wore suddenly sur- 
rounded by a lot of armed men. In the 
meantime tho coal hoppers were discov- 
ered to bo on firo. Tho men had their 
faces blackened. The telegraph wires aro 
cut in several places through the valley, 
cutting off communication. A State 
Journal representative was surrounded 
and ordered to leavo town or sudor tho 
coiiBoquencPS. 

Logan, Aug. 31. — Frank Woody, in 
jail here, arrested for participating in tho 
riot of Saturday uiirht and for shooting 
William Hurt, one of the guards, mado a 
full confesaion this morning, in which ho 
has given tho names of fivo Or six leaders 
in tho attack of Saturday night. Sheriff 
McCarty will furnish the names of those 
implicated as soon as arrests can bo made. 
Woody is in jail here, and the presence 
of militia about tho jail seems to havo 
had tho effect of making him weaken.

A BURGJLAU FATALLY SHOT 

While Robbing a House at 
Portland.

Tho sound 
was loud and clear enough to arouse every 
perception of tho sleeper, still tho door 
did not open, and tho doctor slipped out 
of bed and took up a shotgun loaded with 
buckshot, which was standing in tho room. 
The latch again clicked as if some one 
had released tho handle, and the doctor 
sprang to tho door, and throwing it open, 
stepped into tho hall. He saw a dark 
form at the other end of tho hallway, 
and fancied there was a threatening move- 
ment as of pointing a pistol at him. He 
ordered the form to stand still, and when 
it did not do so, but seemed to be coming 
toward him, he raised his gun and tired. 

Tho docter's wife, who just at this 
minute remembered that their son was 
not nr h«me that night, and thinking lie 
might have come in without awakening 
his parents, shrieked loudly as the shot 
was fired: "You havo killed our buy." 
Tho doctor reassured hm wife, and ran 
into tho hall to investigate. Ho stumbled 
over tho body of a man, and falling upon 
his hands, felt them slip along tho floor in 
warm bleed. Striking a light he saw a 
man of medium stature and build, rod- 
headed and with a red mustache, lying 
face downward with the blood oozing 
from Ins back. 

Examination showed that the charge of 
buckshot was scattered over a space leu 
inches square, tliu principal part of the 
charge bains: between the shoulder blades. 
The man immediately asked for a priest, 
and Father Orth was summoned by Dr. 
Browne, who lives in the neighboring 
house, and who afterward informed the 
police. 

Father Orth prepared the man, who was 
of the Catholic faith, for death. Dr. 
Pilkington expressed itas his opinion that 
the wound was a fatal one. Tho man was 
placed on top the hack, for he could not 
sit up, and was brought to the police sta- 
tion, where a surgeon was summoned to 
divas the wound. An examination of the 
doctor's premises shows that the burglar 
entered the house by one of the front 
bay windows. When lirst shot ho told 
the doctor ho had a confederate, but after- 
wards refused to say anything about it. 
The burglar's feet were swathed in towels 
so that he could walk without noise.

Tho old-fashioned farmor camo about 
as noar being a two-logged hog as is 
possible to got. Jiocauso ho liked fat 
pork tho 'yoar 'round his family must 
oat it Bocau90 ho could got along 
with a $7 suit of clothos every ono olso 
must come to it Because thoalmanao 
furnished him plenty of roading his 
family had no business to want news- 
papers and magazines. Ho wanted 
his sons to fool as big as "thorn 'oro 
Barker boys," and yot he refused them 
everything which has mado tho Barker 
boys their superiors. 

If -you' will consult tho criminal rec- 
ords of cities and villages you will lind 
that farmers' sons aro pretty disorderly 
characters. They bring to town with 
thorn a spirit of rocklessnoss that culls 
for a row. Why? I can toll you, be- 
cause I have askod at least fifty of 
thorn. Bring a boy up without any 
privileges and you make him hato half 
tho world. Whon ho becomos a youug 
man and feols his lack of oducation 
and polish-ho will hato the othor half. 
He comes to town fooling that ho has 
no show and is a nobody, and this 
broods a spirit of defiance. Ho has 
lust as much right in tho world as tho 
lawyer's sou. Ho has just as much 
brains, and in his young days was tho 
best looking. Tho lawyer's son has 
boea schooled and his mind expanded, 
whili the 'farmer's son has boon toilin^ 
and drudging. Cultivation, education 
and associations have mado the law- 
yer's son a line-looking young man. 
Snow, wind, rain, hard work and bit- 
tornoss of spirit have so changed tho 
looks of tho farmer's son that he is 
ashamed of himself. 

I am not going to adviso farmers in 
tho case, but I'll toll you what I'd do 
ff I was a farmer and had a boy about 
15 yoars of ago whom I wanted to fol- 
low the same pursuit I'd have kept 
him in school up to this timo, and ho d 
be fairly posted in geography, gram- 
mar, mathematics, orthography and 
chirograph}'. 1 should havo sent him 
to school in town in ordor that ho 
might have tho rough corners sand- 
papered down by contact with society. 
If..lie had any musical talont I'd en- 
courage it I'd allow him so much 
money per woolc, and adviso with bim 
until he could spend it intelligently. 
I'd get him good clothos and encourage 
him to be neat and tasteful in dress. 

I could not have dono this had I beon 
pin-poor, but eight out of ten of our 
farmers could do even bettor. When 
my. hoy came home ho would lind at 
loaat one good daily paper in thohuuso, 
backed by a lilorary weekly, an agri- 
cultural journal, a magazine and a 
Boloiititic publication. Tho farm 
should be mappod, every lield num- 
bered, and we d open a book account 
to show how many dollars and day's 
work were expended for certain re- 
turns. My boy should bo my business 
partner. We'd read together, discuss 

and plan togethor, and while I endeav- 
ored to make him fool his responsibil- 
ity t I should do nothing to mako him 
lose his independence. 

"Such ideas road well, but you'd run 
your farm into tho hands of the sheriff 
within throe years." 

See here, my farmer friond, lot mo 
give you a few facts. Tho averago 
farmer shortens tho services ot his lum- 
ber wagon ono year by leaving it out 
in tho sun and tho dew. His plow 
would last one year longer if kept 
painted and sholterod. For tho want 
of a little attention his harness wears 
out only half its days. His barns and 
sheds go to rack for the want of paint. 
Where tho hoof-rot could bo stopped in 
the first sheep if he were posted, he 
stops it in tho thirtieth. Tho farmer 
who gets his agricultural hints from 
tho almanac loses his hogs by tho chol- 
era, his fowls by tho pip, and his horses 
slobber from his gate to tho villago 
store and back. Lot a man run your 
farm on businoss principles and tho 
fonco corners would not lako up four 
acres out of ovory forty; thoro would 
bo no old box-drains about tho house to 
bring typhoid fever and doctor's bills. 
ThoBO leaks in tho roof of tho barn 
would not spoil three or four tons of 
hay next yoar; tho want of an eavc- 
trough on tho house would not cave in 
the collar walls; the first sign of dis- 
ease among tho livo stock would bo 
promptly troatod; tools and imple- 
moiits of every sort should bo carefully 
housed, and 

' WolL I am going to shock you. I'd 
have the harness oilod and buggies and 
wagons washed ouco a week. I d have 
a lawn about the house, and mako a 
display of flowers and shrubs; I'd givo 
a party now and thou, and I'd encour- 
ago meetings of farmers once or twice 
a month, not to kick about railroad 
freights or jaw polities, but to post 
each other on farm work and tho best 
way to manago it 

But about tho boy? Intelligence nnd 
energy rightly applied to farm labor 
would givo ovory farmer's boy a holi- 
day in every weok of tho yoar. Lot 
him go fishing or hunting, or swim- 
ming or riding. Lot him go to town 
and consult buyers and sollors and 
post up. Let him havo books and pa- 
pers and tools. Givo him a chance to 
earn something nnd to own something. 
8tirprise him some day by tho state- 
ment that ho is not a slavo whoso only 
return for his hard work aro slop 
olothos, cheap faro and poor lodgings. 
Surprise him still mora by asking ins 
opinion now and then, and by giving 
mm a chance to prove his theories. 

Our'bostand brightest public mon 
wero the sons of f armors, but in too 
many oases they either ran away or 
were driven from homo. Had they re- 
mained they would have never boon 
jHiowu outside tho county. — M Quad. 



Rough Gallantry. 



In tho oaHy days of California tho 
men who gathered In tho mining camps, 
in tho gulches or among the mountains 
seldom saw a woman's face. They 
grow careless of thoir own appearance; 
left hair as well as board to grow — 
hair which never saw a brush or comb 
— till thoy came to look liko wild mon 
of tho woods; yet beneath tho unkempt 
locks, and under tho shaggy breast aud 
tattered garments, there lay In tho 
honrt of every man a memory of some 
farm-house far away, and of a mother 
or sistor for whose dear sake ho rever- 
enced tho form of woman as snored. 
Her approach commanded ovory token 
of rospoct. Said ono who had lived 
much among tho minors: "If thoy 
wero driving a team on a dusty road, 
and mot a woman, riding the other 
way, they would Xurn to tho right or 
left to givo her tho sido of the road 
where tho dust would not blow upon 
her." And if perchance at long Inter- 
vals there appeared in tho camp the 
face of a woman, ovory mothor's son 
of them stood ono sido on tho moun- 
tain trail to lot hor pass, and pulled oil 
his minor's cap, and not solclom tho 
tears stole Into his oyos at tho thought 
of tho old folks at homo: of tho moth- 
er who sat in tho chimney-corner, aud 
who, as the winds blow and the rains 
fell, poerod out into tho darkness, aud 
sighod as sho asked, "Whore is my 
wandering boy to-nightP" It would 
not havo been safe for anyone to whis- 
per a disrespectful word as that faco 
passed by. If some vulgar follow ven- 
tured a coarso remark, tho eyoa of oth- 
ers flashed, but thoy bit their lips and 
wore silont till tho woman was out of 
sight, and then, said our informant, 
"that fellow has got to take a licking!" 
It seemed that if ovory minor full that 
his own mother or sister was insulted 
by a snoor at one of her sex, and they 
answered the insult with heavy blows 
till the coward was kicked and culled 
out of camp. 

Whon 1 hear such stories as this, my 
heart relents toward a class of which I 
had judged hastily and unjustly. And 
for the same reason that I would stand 
up for tho miners, I would say a good 
word for tho cowboys. Wo need not 
bo frightened by a name. They nro 
not worse than other men. Why 
should thoy bo? They pursue an an- 
cient and honorable occupation, ouo 
held in esteem among every rural and 
pastoral pooplo since the timo of Abra- 
ham. The sons of Jacob themselves, 
as woll as tho men who attended their 
father's flocks and herds, wero cow- 
boys. 

In our now States aud Territories tho 
increasing influences of civilization 
I will work groat changes in tho charac- 
ter of tho population." Timo will soft- 
en their roughness, and givo them moro 
polished manners; but it isto bo hoped 
that it will not abate thoir courage or 
thoir chivalry; for thoso aro elements 
of a uoblo manhood, and may in tho 
future contribute to form the mighty 
people that are to constitute and gov- 
ern our Westorn and Southern com- 
monwealths. — New York Mail and Ex- 
press.

The St. Gothaid Tunnel. 



A difficulty that has for a longtime 
puzzled tho engineers of the St. Goth a rd 
railway seems on the point of being re- 
moved. Everyone who has traveled by 
the lino has cause to romomber tho ex- 
perience in passing through tho great 
tunnol, tho passage of which occupies 
fully twenty minutes. The sulphurous 
fumo3 from tho engines render the eon- 
lined atmosphere injurious to persons 
with delicate lungs. The company re- 
quested their engineors to submit plans 
for engines that would bo capable of 
passing through without using firo. 
Two experimental engines just com- 
pleted are provided with steam and 
water that is heated by a stationary 
boilor at each end of tho tunnel. Tho 
steam thus generated is passed by 
moans of a current of hot air, which is 
sot in motion by the working of the en- 
gine, over an alkaline liquid, confined 
In a special chamber, and by this 
means is entirely absorbed after having 
communicatod its power to tho ma- 
chinery, so that no vapor at all escapes 
into tho atmosphere of the tunnol. 



Tho Koran allows a man to have 
four wives.
